• The site is within a ½-mile walk of the proposed Rampart 

Station. 
• The proposal allows a site that is currently used for auto-

repair purposes to be redeveloped with a transit supportive 

project. 
• The parcels were rezoned from I-2 to TOD-NC as part of 

petition 2019-102. 
• The TOD-UC district may be applied to parcels within a ½-mile 

walking distance of an existing rapid transit station, or within
